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DETAILED ACTION 
Status Of Claims 

1. In the response filed 11/21/2006, applicant's remarks have been read and are 
fully considered. Claims 1, 2, 7 and 8 are amended and new claims 13 and 14 are 
added. Therefore, claims 1-14 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show, pertaining to claims 1 and 7, a seatbelt use indicating system comprising a use 
indicator that displays a first glow for indicating that the seatbelt is in use when detected 
by a detector; a non-use indicator that displays a second glow indicative of a detector 
detecting that the seatbelt is not in use; and wherein the second glow changes to the 
first glow when the use indicator determines that the seatbelt is in use, such that either 
the first glow or the second glow is always on to indicate the seatbelt status. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
